was towed onto the flats on her beam 
ends and finally repaired. 


A lime schooner, the name forgot- 


ten, dragged ashore and was so badly 
burned that she was broken up, the 
house of Capt. Daniel Frisbee, near 
the spot where she was wrecked, be- 
ing •largely'lniilt from 
this vessel's 


timbers. 


The 
schooners 
Mary, 
Frances, 


Maria 
Foss, 
Paragon 
and many 


others, even the names of which are 
lost, have -also been totally wrecked 
on the beach -a.t the month of Lhe 
cove, simply through lack of a proper 
shelter which can easily be made iby 
a little dredging. 


It is considered remarkable that ho 


more men were injured 'When,1 the der" 
rick fell at the steam 
engineering 


boiler shop at :the navy yard on Tues- 
day afternoon, as many were in the 
vicinity. 
Frank Morse, the Kittery 


victim of the accident, was 
doing 


well this morning. 


At Rockport a derrick fell quite 


recently under similar conditions into 
a large 'crowd1 and but three were in- 
jured; none 
fatal'ly, 
although 
one 


man was sent many feet into the air 
by a peculiar freak of it he accident. 
One end of a large granite slab 
on 


which he was standing was hit by the 
derrick, with the result that he was 
sent spinning exactly as missiles em- 
ployed by 'many boys in games played 
on that principle are'thrown. .

One of Portsmouth's 
most 
noted 


£ons, Thomas Bailey Aldrich, died at 
five o'clock Tuesday afternoon at his 
home, 59 Mount Vernon street, Bos- 
ton, following a surgical operation. 


Mr. Aldrich had been ill since Feb. 


3, but his condition was not at first 
regarded as serious. 
A dangerous 


internal 
affection 
developed, 
how- 


ever, ,and he was taken to the Home- 
opathic Hospital on 
East 
Concord 


street, where It was decided that an 


Deration was necessary . 
No doubt of his recovery was felt 


and Mrs. Aldrich planned to remove 
him to a 'warmer 
climate, that he 


might the sooner regain health. 
A 


relapse three weeks ago caused grave 
fears and in his weakened condition, 
Mr. Aldrich could not rally. 
He had 


hi'inself believed from the. first that 
his illness would 'prove fatal. 


With the end close at hand, the 


patient was «n Tuesday taken from 
the 'hospital to his home, where 
he 


died. 
Mrs. Aldrich and his only liv- 


ing son, Tulbot, were with him in his 
last moments. 


The funeral will be held on Friday 


at noon from the 
Arlington 
Street 


Church and the officiating clergyman 
will be Rev. Paul Revere Frothing- 
bam. 
One of Mr. AldrJcb/s olcrest 


friends, George Mffllin of the Boston 
publishing lionso of -Hough ton, Mifllin 
and Company, which has given Mr. 
Aldrich's book l.o the nvorld, will have 
charge of :ibu 'funeral arrangements. 


Mr. ' Aldrich was one oC the most 


celebrated of American men of let-

tier, Emerson, Hawthorne, Fields and 
Howells. 
He was the 
youngest 
of 


the group of famous

America in the middle of tho last cen- 
tury. 
When the 
Atlantic Monthly 


was recognized as the representative 
American magazine, lie was its edi- 
tor. 


Mr. Aldrich was born in this city 


en Nov. 11, 1837, in the John Lalgh- 
lon house, the first building on the 
south side of Court street, east of 
Pleasant street. 
It is a coincidence 


that the celebrated Portsmouth poet, 
Aflbert Laighton, was 
born 
in 
the 


same house and in the 
same 
room 


where Mr. Aldrich first -saw the- light. 


flie boyhood of Mr. Aldrich pwas 


passed in the Bailey house, also on 
Court street, next wosl. of the Wll- 
Mam Pitt tavern.

Bad Boy," long since recognized as a 
classic. 


Mr. Aldrich never forgot Ms na- 


tive city and celebrated 
its attrac- 


tions in that 
charming 
book, -'An 


Old Town by the Sea" and in several 
magazine articles. 
Thinly disguis- 


ing it under the name oE Rlvermouth, 
he made it the scene of several o£ Ms 
best known stories. 


His ifather died when he was pre- 


paring for college and ho entered a 
counting house in New York, devot- 
ing his evenings !to literary 
work. 


Ho published' a volume oC verses in 
1855 and the next year '*Baby Boll" 
and "The Castle o[ Sleep" gave him 
fame. 
With Henry 
D. 
Clam?, lie 


started the .Saturday 
Press, 
which 


soon died and lie became editor of 
the Illustrated Weekly Journal. 
In 


I860, lie went to Boston and became 
editor of Every -Saturday, .published 
by Ticknor and Fields, which did not 
long survive. He succeeded William 
Dean Howells as editor of the Atlan- 
tic Monthly in 1881. 


Mr. Aldrich was a very versatile 


writer 
and 
wa 
almost 
equally 


famous as ipoet, novelist and 
essay- 


ist.

$20,000 for two years tho amount to 
bo appropriated annually for the aid 
of Dartmouth College. 


A measure from the judiciary com- 


mittee .making John McLanc, former 
governor, the secretary of state and 
tho state treasurer trustees of 
the 


Russian-Japanese gift was .Introduced 
and passed. 


The Senate amendment to the bill 


amending the act' exempting 
Civil 


War veterans and their widows from 
taxation '\vas favorably reported by 
the judiciary, committee and passed 
under suspension of the rules. The 
amendment limits 
the property ex- 


emption to ?1,000.

not present two-thirds of the mem-

In the Sonale, the bill of Mr. Prid-
